“Martha”, Four Act Opera, 


Staged By Members Of College Choral 


“Martha,” Friedrich Von FPlotow’s 
romantic light opera, the musica] 
story of the folly of two young laq- 
jes and its subsequent tragedy and 
happiness, was presented by eighty- 
three members of the Clarke Colleze 
Choral Club to an appreciative au- 
dience in the auditorium last evep- 
ing, May 16. Another performance 
will be given this afternoon at 2:30 
o'clock. 

The setting for scene one of the 
first act was in the boudoir of Lady 
Harriet Durham, the much-bored 
maid of honor to the Queen. Sir 
Tristan Mickleford, Lady Harriet’s 
cousin, and Nancy, her maid were 
forced to accompany the frivolous 
young lady when she was inspired to 
go to the Richmond fair disguised as 
a servant girl. 

In scene two of the first act, the 
stage Was occupied by the chorus of 
farmers, Wives, servant maids and 
flower girls. Plunkett, a wealthy 
farmer and his adopted brother Lion- 
el, about whose parentage there was 
a mystery, entered and hired Nancy 
and Lady Harriet as their servant 
maids under the names of Julian and 
Martha. In vain, tottery old Tris- 
tan tried to protest. 


The action of act two took place 
in Plunkett's farm house. Lionel and 
Plunkett found their servants un- 
skilled and insubordinate. That night 
Harriet and Nancy escaped, leaving 
their masters ireful, mystified, and 
saddened. ; 

The stage was set as a hunting- 
park for act three. Plunkett ap- 
peared and was amazed to find Julian 
there. When Lionel encountered 
Martha and told her of his love, she 
delivered him to the hunters, de- 
claring him mad. At the end of the 
scene, Lionel gave to Plunkett a 
ring his father has left him to be ‘le- 
livered to the queen in any necessity. 

The first scene of the last act re- 
vealed that Lionel had become in- 
sane. Nancy and Plunkett decided 
to present his ring to the Queen in 
order to solve the mystery surround- 
ing him, and in order to help him re- 
cover from his trouble. 

Lionel’s ring proved him to be the 
son of the banished Barl of Derby, 
but he refused to accept the rank, 
brooding over his insult. A complete 
reproduction of the Fair at Rich- 
mond was arranged, Lady Harriet 
donning again the servant dress. 
When Lionel entered, his mind im- 
mediately cleared sufficiently for hun 
to recognize and claim his Martha.

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OUR NEW ARCHBISHOP AND HIS LAITY 


The Catholic laity of Dubuque has been especially prominent 
in its activitics concerned with welcoming to its city its new 
Archbishop, the Most Reverend I'rancis J. L. Beckman. The 
demonstration on his arrival and at the ceremonies of his installa- 
tion as the fourth Archbishop and sixth Bishop of Dubuque and 
his investiture with the pallium were beautiful and impressive 
symbols of the fervor and devoutly directed zeal that are stimu- 
lating the Catholic Lay Action Movement. 


This is a constructive movement which has been receiving a 
great deal of attention of late since the need for it has become 
so acutely realized. Just what Catholic lay action is has been 
aptly stated: “the voluntary service organized by the authority 
of the Church and carried on by the laymen unde: the influence 
of the virtue of Christian love of God and of neighbor tor the 
purpose of hélping priests spread the Kingdom of God on earth 
and build it up in the hearts of men by producing, changing or 
adjusting all cultural, moral, social, and economical procedure 
to Catholic standards.” 


The definition is comprehensive and the ideal is high—so high 
that the effort to attain it must be heroic. That we are capab!: 
of making that heroic effort has been substantially proved. What 
remains to be done is to sustain our attempts and to work always 
for the “Brotherhood of Love, the Mystical Body of Jesus Christ, 
the Church.” Under the brave leadership of our new Archbishop 
we know that our efforts will be crowned with success. 
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AN ANNIVERSARY AND ITS SIGNIFICANCE 


On May fifteenth we commemorate the thirty-ninth anni- 
versary of the issuance of Pope Leo XIII’s encyclical on the con- 
dition of labor. The value of the document can scarcely be over 
estimated when we study its contents and realize its practicabil- 
ity and the keen insight and understanding the Holy Father 
showed in Jaying before the world a summary of the conditions 
of labor and a feasible solution of the problems confronting cap- 
ital and labor. 

The Holy Father, in the encyclical, describes the unstable 
condition of labor as resulting from the growth of industrialism 
and stresses the lamentable aspect of the growing antagonism 
between capital and labor. Tle subsequently explains the rela- 
tive rights and the mutual duties of the wealthy and the poor as 
viewed from the stand of the Catholic Church. The Christian 
attitude on the inviolability of the individual and his inherent 
natural rights are clearly set forth together with the idea that 
the state is subordinate to the family and possesses only such 
authority as the people have intrusted to it. Undoubtedly the 
encyclical views the labor situation with the greatest impartial- 
ity and fairness and offers for it the only possible solution that 
will include the widely diverse views of employers and em- 
ployees. 

It is our work to familiarize ourselves with this Christian 
solution and help spread its doctrine throughout the country. 
We are living in an age when relations between capital and labor 
are matters for scrious consideration. Let us help to better 
the conditions of those about us by giving to our fellowmen the 
benefits derived from the wisdom of a kind and watchful father 
who had the welfare of his children at heart. 


FAITH 


As we picture Christ as He appeared in the Upper Room 
and summoned the sceptical Thomas to believe the testimony 
of his senses and as we hear the risen Lord’s words of gentle 
chiding, “Because thou hast seen Me, Thomas, thou hast believed: 
blessed are they that have not see and have believed,” some must 
fecl a guilty pang. How often we allow ourselves to lapse into 
th pervading spirit of the time that demands of even God Him- 
self, the answer to our “Why?” A certain amount of intelligent 
curiosity is commendable but it should always be accompanied 
by reverence and trust in God. We should remember while we 
are questioning that though we may not understand the explan- 
ation, the truth is still truth, despite our inadequate compre- 
hension. 

There are many times when parents, even the most modern 
of them, must give a command that is unaccompanied by an ex-
